A Chopin study means anything from manipulation of 
the most huge technical difficulties to the expression of the 
most subtle effects in tone colour. 

These Studies are exceedingly well contrasted. The 
first, built upon a slow and gentle theme, is a study in expres¬ 
sion and double notes. It is calm, placid, flowing. After a 







modulation to the key of 1 B more agitation prevails, and the 
chromatic scales in double notes depict despair ■ but the 
calmer mood returns, and all ends peacefully. 

Op. io, No. 3.—Concerning this study, Chopin is said to 
have remarked’on one occasion that never again had he found 
so fine a melody. 

Op. 10, No. 12, in C minor.—This magnificent piece, 
known as “The Revolutionary Study,” was composed in 1831, 
soon after Chopin had received the news of the taking of 
Warsaw by the Russians. 

Op. 25, No. 7, in C sharp minor.—In this sombre piece 
Chopin seems to give expression to that deep melancholy 
which at times so tinged his outlook. 

In the Ballades (an original form of Chopin’s, although 
the mere word is the German name for either a dance or a 
song) the composer is to be found in his most individual and 
most intimate mood. The one in A flat is the third of the 
four, and the peculiarly fascinating lilt of the second theme 
no doubt accounts for the frequency of its performance. Its 
conception is said to be based 1 on the poem of “Undine,” and 
was published in 1841. The light and graceful character, 
refined, so extremely nervous, of the music is that of Chopin 
himself, and the darker mood is truthfully depicted with its 
C sharp minor section towards the end, with its impressive 
tail, or finish. Of the Ballades, Professor Nieks says that, 
none of Chopin’s compositions surpasses in masterliness of 
form their beauty or poetry, and that in them Chopin attains 
the acme of his power as an artist.
